Again suehxa statement is remarkable for the little attention it devotes 
to the main subject, the assassination. 

On p.732 is a brief h-paragraph statement by Kinney dated 11-22-63. In 
this he says, "The first shot was fired as we were going into an underpass." - 
He also "observed hair flying from the right side" of the President's head. 

Note the entirely incorrect statement about the location of the car when 
the shot was fired; note also that, even though someone saw parts of the Presi- 
dent flying awayj the area was not searched^ as ^subsequent statements show^ubtil 
the following day.
